It is, in the first place, 
not a national principle, but simply 
the personal opinion of its author. 
The doctrine has never received the 
sanction of Congress, and therefore 
cannot be said to embody the national 
policy. 5

to the amicable relations existing be- 
tween the United States and those

THROUGH THE GOLDEN GATE. 


The 8. F. Bulletin publishes a table 

of exports by sea from San Francisco 
for the past ten years, showing the 
value of merchandise shipped to for- 
eign ports. It is interesting to notice 
where all the vast shipments went that 
have passed through the Goldén Gate 
during the last decade. Their total 
value was $278,686,400. Of this 
amount Great Britain received the 
Lions share—$142,599,250. New 
York took $42,655,000. China is 
down for $22,929,600, but most of that 
amount went to the British port of 
Hong Kong. San Francisco sends 
little to Chinese ports, and buys in 
them much more than she sells. Mex- 
ico is a good customer, her purchases 
footing up over $11,000,000, while the 
British Columbia and Hawaiian Is-
